Oldiimers and many present-day 
residents of Vulcan and district felt 
they had suffered a deep and per¬ 
sonal less last Saturday when the 
news reached here that R. L. Elves, 
pioneer Vulcan resident and post¬ 
master for if years, had been killed 
on Friday in an automobile acci¬ 
dent near Grande Piairie. He was 
70 years of age. 

Although detailed news of the 
accident is siiHTarking at the time 
of writing, it is understood that Mr. 
and Mrs. Elves were in one of Iwa 
cars that met head-on at the top 
of a hill south of Grande Prairie. 
Mr. Elves died in hospital four 
hours later and Mrs.-Elves is still 
a hospital patient suffering from 
broken ribs. severe bruises and 
, shock. 

Surviving are his wife, Mary; one 
son Kennylh of Olds; one step-son, 
Donald Sto*t of Grande Prairie; 
two brothers, James of Stamford, 
Man., and Edward oi Cayley; two 
sisters. Mrs. Levina McCaw of Fort 
Qu’Appelle, Sask. and Mrs. J. H. 
McConkie of Calgary. 

Funeral services, which will be 
attended by many Vulcan friends, 
will be held from Wesley- United 
Church, Calgary, on Thursday, Ap¬ 
ril 19, at 3:30 p.m. Burial will be 
made in Calgary-. 

Came in 1907 

The names Rube Elves and Vul¬ 
ean were practically synonymous 
for" the greater pari of the town's 
history and many grandparents of 
today can remember when Mr. 
Elves, himself a mere youth at the 
time, taugm them Ihe ''three R's". 
This was nt Highland school be¬ 
fore the land was even purchased 
for the present, townsite of Vulcan. 

Born nt Paisley, Ont., Rube El¬ 
ves came west in 1907, filing on a 
homestead four miles north of the 
present site of Vulcan, on land 
now farmed by the Ed Kehr family. 
From 1907 to 1910 he taught at the 
Highland school and when the 
railway was determined in 1910 he 
nnd his brother, Fred; built a small 
store on the roadside just, south of 
where Lloyd Graham now lives. 
When the townsite lots went on 
sale in the fall of 1910, the Elves 
brothers bought the corner lot now 
occupied by King’s Drug Store, the 
present post office building and 
Montie's Barber Shop. 

Two year? later they built a new 
building on this corner which hous¬ 
ed tlie Elves Bros. General Store; 
the post office and the telephone 
exchange, It 11 operated by Rube 
Elves. In those early days the vill¬ 
age general store had much more 
meaning to (ho homesteaders and 
their lanjilies than the smartest 
department store could possibly 
have today. Coming 20 or 30“miles 
to do their shopping, with horses 
and wagon as rheir mode of trans¬ 
portation, they had to puchase 
several months’ supplies at a lime. 
Here, too, they received their mail 
w and met and visited with their 
scattered neighbors. 

In 1915 the Eflyes Bros, sold their 
store and Rube Elves devoted his 
time to the post office, housed In 
the building now occupied by Mon- 
• tie’s Barber Shop. Registrar of 
Vital Statistics since the beginning 


of the town, Ik was also secretai-y- 
ueasurer of several of the surroun¬ 
ding small school districts which 
had come into existence, Commis¬ 
sioner for Oaths, Notary' Public, 
Issuer of Marriage Licenses, official 
auditor and secretary of the school 
fair, for many years the major an¬ 
nual event of the district.- 

Since 1907 Mr. Elves had aJso 
•served the United Church in prac¬ 
tically every’ capacity but that of 
minister fits! at Highland school 
nnd then at Vulean. Among the 
posts he fillytl in the local church 
were secretary. member of the 
session and member of the board of 
stewards and he took a prominent 
part in every phase of church ac¬ 
tivity. He was one of the founders 
\vhen the Union Church was form¬ 
ed hdre in 1910 and in the 30’s was 
made a life member of the Board 
of Session. Since_ his retirement to 
Caagary> he was a member of Cen¬ 
tral United Church of that city. 

A charter member of Samaritan 
Lodge, I.O.O.F. when It was Institu¬ 
ted in 1912, Mr. Elves had occupied 
every office in the Lodge and wns 
also a charter member of the Re- 
hekah Lodge. Mr. Elves was also a 
niembei; of the town council for 
several years. 

In 1930 he built the brick build¬ 
ing now occupied ny the post office. 
He took a genuine pleasure in ser¬ 
ving the people of the town and 
district to the best of his ability 
and continued as postmaster until 
January 1947, when he retired 
on leave^ of absence and took up 
residence in Calgary, being suc¬ 
ceeded as postmaster here in 1948 
by J. J. Price. Since then he had 
kept up his interest in the town 
nnd its people, with frequent visits 
to renew friendships and acquain¬ 
tances. 

His death severs a link with the 
early days of the town and district 
and sincere sympathy is extended 
from the community to his bereav¬ 
ed wife and family.

FRANCE’S 1956 WHEAT 
CROP WILL BE SMALLER 

In France, cool, dry weather, 
with night frost was experienced, 
which checked the growth of all 
ctreal crops. Semi-spring wheat, 
which was sown at the beginning 
of March, has not yet germinated 
because of the cold weather. Dam¬ 
age caused by the February frosts 
is vey heavy’. Up to 50 per cent of 
the wheat crop has been lost in the 
west half of the country and about 
50 to 80 per cent in the eastern 
half. Generally speaking, it is es¬ 
timated that only about half the 
crop of winder wheat remains. 
Spring sowings will compensate for 
a part of the loss tout, In any case, 
an average harvest now seems out 
of the question.
